Thursday. 
Mr. Leff of San Luis Obispo county 
has 100 acres in the Arroyo Grande, 
from which he expects to obtain aver­ 
age of seventy bushels of wheat to the 
acre. 
The new tannery at Santa Rosa will 
soon be in operation. The vats are 
made, workshops up, and the proprie­ 
tor expects to be turning out leather 
within the next ten days. 
The contract for laying and grading 
the track of the Visalia Railroad has 
been let to Daniel Spangler, who was 
to commence work on the 6th of July, 
and to complete it by the 15th of Au­ 
gust. 
C. McNulty, who lives about half a 
mile north of Yreka, had a child die 
on Wednesday night, caused, it is 
supposed by the sting of a scorpion or 
bite of some other venomous insect or 
reptile. 
Alfred liarstow, Superintendent of 
the Railway Mail Service, Fifth Di­ 
vision, has resigned, and the Hon. 
Isaac Ammerman is to be nppoinied 
his successor. Mr. Barstow has tilled 
the position acceptably for several 
years. During his term of service lie 
has inaugurated many important re­ 
forms. 
Oroville had a trial on Thursday be­ 
fore Justice St. John Jackson, in which 
the Lodge of Good Templars appeared 
as the parties 
prosecuting, and a 
saloon-keeper as the defendant. The 
action was brought under the law pro­ 
hibiting the sale of liquor to habitual 
drinkers. The J ustice reserved his de­ 
cision until he could consult Noah 
Webster as to what constitutes habit­ 
ual drunkenness, intoxicating bever­ 
ages, etc.

Jumping the Gap. 


T ay lo r’s E ast Life op tho M odern H ig h w ay . 
Tom Potts, a well-known locomo­ 
tive engineer in England and the 
States, is tiie self-accredited hero of 
the following wonderful story of suc­ 
cessful daring. 1 will narrate it as 
nearly as I can in his own words. I 
have heard him tell it often: 
“ Well, gentlemen, I’ll say you'll 
think it’s a lie. but I can’t help that; 
you have asked me to tell it, and all 1 
can say is if you’d been in my place 
you’d have seen it. 
“ I had been driving the Witch for 
about seven months, and a sweet thing 
she was. I never was half as fond of 
any engine as 1 was of her. She was 
the kind of machine a man only gets, 
once in a lifetime. 
“ She made her steam quick, was 
easy on fuel, started off lively, and 
went like a deer. Her cylinders were 
sixteen-inch, her stroke' twenty-two, 
and her drivers seven feet six, and she 
was as kind to handle as a baby. 
“ To see her run with a heavy load, 
light and gay, was enough to shame 
the Juno, Venus and Helen and other 
eighteen-inch machines. 
“ She never wanted fixing up. Ve­ 
nus was always going in and out of 
the shop to be titivated, and if there’s 
anything I don’t like, it’s an engine 
that all the time wants to be titivated, 
She was always ready and willing for 
work. 
Why, bless you! she was only 
washed out for the sake of cleanliness 
—she didn’t need it a bit. 
“ She was the tidiest thing I ever 
seen—seemed as if dirt wouldn’t stick 
to her. 
“ Well, what I am going to tell 
came off years ago, before 1 left the 
old country, and it was one of the best 
railroads—single track then, though 
its got threu now, and four in some 
spots. 
“ Well, the Witch and I were put on 
tlie mail—one of the fastest trains, 
and they went like sixty in them 
days. 
“ The engineer was fined a shilling 
for every minute lie lost. 
He durst 
not go slow for fog, unless lie wanted 
to lose his day’s pay. He had to keep 
going, and see things before he got in 
sight of ’em. 
“ We were running north one dark­ 
ish wintry day, and we were making 
our best streaks. I should- reckon we 
were going about fifty miles an hour. 
I was saying to myself: ‘.she’s going 
her prettiest,’ when we suddenly shot 
ahead, as if we had been shot out of a 
cannon. 
J knew wliat that meant; we had 
broke loose, we hadn’t a car behind 
us. The coupling had broken between 
tender and first coach. 
“ How we flew, to be sure! I whis­ 
tled the guard to brake up the train. 
How we bounded along! 
“ I could make out 110 objects along­ 
side—we seemed to go faster and 
faster; we must have gone as fast as 
one hundred miles an hour! 
“ It was a straight piece of track for 
some miles. I did not shut oil' steam 
directly after we broke, for I didn’t 
want the train to 11111 into us, which 
might happen if thev did n o t h e a r me 
whistle lur brakes. 
“ It was lucky I kept her going, for 
just as 1 had had about enough of such 
Hying, a man started oul about six 
hundred yards before us holding a red 
flag. 
“ Thero was nothing in the way, so 
I know something must be wrong with 
the track. 
“ You might as well have tried to 
stop a whirlwind as the W itch in that 
distance. H er speed was frightful. 
“ There wasn’t much time to think, 
and, as we could not stop, the faster 
we went the better, so I gave her what 
more steam there was. 8 tie seemed to 
have some ‘go’ in reserve, for we shot 
past the red Hag like a flash. 
“ I saw men standing horror-struck. 
“ ‘Bill,’ I said, ‘quick! Get 011 the 
choke and see what’s ahead.’ 
“ He looked, and went deadly pale, 
tottered and fell back in a faint. 
“ By this timo I could see plain 
enough what was wrong. 
“ There was a gap in the track where 
a bridge had gone down. 
“ You can’t fancy my feelings just 
then. 
Going to death—death, swift 
and terrible—at about two miles a 
minute—getting nearer, 
nearer! 
I 
thought of my wife and child—nearer! 
A 11 instant more—the gap. 
“ ‘ God have mercy! ’ 1 shrieked. 
“ Well, would you believe it? that 
engine just cleared that gap! 
“ Jt was fifteen feet across, and 
about sixty feet deep. 
“ ¡She jumped that gap like a stag, 
and, what’s more, she struck the rails 
all right on the other side, and kept 
right along, just as if she had not no­ 
ticed the gap! 
“ I stirred Bill up, and, with both of 
us at the brake, we managed at last-to 
sti p tlie W itch.’ 
“ She was 011 a tear that day, but I 
never dreamed she’d jum p the gap— 
that's a fact.”

Freights and Fares. 
To assert that there ¡3 no dissatisfac­ 
tion among the people of this valley 
over the present rates of freights and 
fares charged by the steamship lines 
running between this city and San 
Francisco, would be saying something 
hardly within the bounds of truth. 
The people are dissatisfied, and we 
propose to trace the cause of said dis­ 
satisfaction to its source, and deter­ 
mine,, if we can, whether or not it is 
based on justifiable grounds. Until 
within a few months past the Pacific 
Mail Company held a monopoly of 
the water-carrying trade of the south­ 
ern coast counties. The fare between 
Los Angeles and San Francisco was 
fifteen dollars, and for every ton of 
freight the shipper or consignee paid 
seven dollars. 
This condition of 
things might, and in all probability 
would, have gone on until doomsday, 
or the completion of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad to this point, had not 
Messrs. G o o d a l l, N e l so n & P e r ­ 
k in s , the owners of an opposition line 
which had for some years confined 
itself to the trade between San Fran­ 
cisco and Hueneme and intermediate 
points, decided to extend their route 
to Wilmington and on to San Diego. 
This placed an active opposition to 
the Pacific Mail over the en­ 
tire coast route, and in accord­ 
ance with the long-established pol­ 
icy of the old line when com­ 
pelled to confront competition, freights 
and fares went down to a mere noth­ 
ing. The opposition continued on the 
even tenor of its way, and all eflbrts 
of the old line to drive it from the 
route proved unavailing. The strug­ 
gle lasted for some six months, dur­ 
ing which it needed no great amount 
of penetration to see that' although 
the steamers passed up and down 
loaded to their utmost capacity with 
passengers and freight, both compa­ 
nies were losing money—losing hun­ 
dreds of dollars on every trip made. 
It was a contest in which the public 
gained a'1 that the contestants lost. 
It would have been a grand thing for 
the people of Southern California if 
this opposition could have continued 
for years, but the longest purse has a 
bottom, and the most tenacious indi­ 
vidual will not hold out forever. 
Wden the old lino discovered that 
they had a company to deal with that 
had the nerve and pluck to stand by 
t heir guns until the last shot was fired, 
they changed their tactics, and In 
place of boasts that they would starve 
the opposition off the route came 
overtures for the establishment of a 
scale of rates at which each company 
could afford to run their steamers 
without loss. Messrs. G o o d a ll & Co., 
accepted the proposition, and the price 
of passage between Wilmington and 
San Francisco was fixed at twelve 
dollars. For freight from our port to 
San Francisco, two dollars and a 
half per ton is charged, and for 
merchandise from San Francisco 
to Wilmington the tariff is four 
dollars per ton. The establishment of 
these rates is the cause of this dissat­ 
isfaction so generally expressed. 
Coming, as they do, on the heels of 
almost no rates at all, the present 
prices appear high. Without pretend­ 
ing to extensive knowledge as to the 
cost of running coasting steamers, we 
are inclined to the opinion that lower 
rates—say ten dollars for passage and 
three dollars per ton for freight each 
way—would have given a fair margin 
for profit, and these figures would 
have been generally acceptable to the 
traveling public and the people of this 
valley. We trust that the opposition 
line will soon adopt these rates and. 
thus reinstate itself in the good graces 
of those whose patronage it has here­ 
tofore enjoyed. We now come to a 
feature in the programme which is of 
great importance to the people of Los 
Angeles Valley. We refer to the ex­ 
tensively credited rumor that the 
agreement on the freight and fare tar­ 
iff is but a prelude to the ultimate 
withdrawal of the opposition. Natur­ 
ally our people hear the report with 
feelings of regret and alarm. It prog­ 
nosticates a consummation they have 
abundant reason to dread. The treat­ 
ment they would receive at the hands 
of the old line, if once a monopoly of 
the trade fell into their possession, has 
been experienced and its repetition is 
not desired. To the casual observer, 
appearances are against the opposition, 
and the indications point to the cor­ 
rectness of the rumor that they intend 
to abandon the field. Through the 
admission that they consented to 
the establishment of a tariff by 
which 
both 
lines were to be 
governed, they cannot but ex­ 
pect the doubts of their good 
faith that have been expressed. 
Like poor Tray, they have been found 
in bad company, and like him have 
received the censure which always 
falls to those who place themselves in 
a false position. Rut the» tatement of 
Capt. G o o d a ll and Mr. P e r k in s that 
an advance in rates was a necessity to 
the continued running of Jheir steam­ 
ers—that something of this nature 
must be done to prevent the final re­ 
tirement of one or the other line and 
thus leave a monopoly to the survivor 
—is entitled to the consideration of the 
citizens of this valley. Two lines at 
present rates are to be desired to one 
line and one-third higher rates. 
Messrs. G o o d a ll, N e l so n & P e r k in s 
positively assert that they have neither 
leased nor sold their steamers, and 
that they have never for a moment 


thought of withdrawing from the 
route. They point to th e fact t h a t 
they have for tour years maintained 
their line of boats; that they have es­ 
tablished new landings and used all 
means in their power to accommodate 
the people; that they have kept faith 
in every instance, and that they have 
at all times done all in their power to 
advance the interests of the coast coun­ 
ties. Their past service and hitherto 
good faith entitles them to the confi­ 
dence of tneir patrons until something 
more tangible is apparent. They as­ 
sert their determination to remain 
with us, and until we are furnished 
with evidence to the contrary, we can­ 
not but take them at their word. 


The Grange Non-Political. 
In another column will be found a 
communication from a prominent 
Granger, replying to some comments 
ofoureveningcotemporary on the mot­ 
toes and sentiments carried by tlie 
Grangers in the Fourth of July pro­ 
cession. 
Concerning tlie mis-state­ 
ments of the Express we shall say 
nothing, as they are corrected in the 
letter of T. A. G. Of the political 
glamour which is sought to be thrown 
over the Grangers, we have something 
to say. It seems to be the settled pur­ 
pose of party organs to force the 
Grange into the position of a distinct 
political organization. This purpose 
developes two objects botli tending to 
the same end. We have before ex­ 
plained that while the Grange acted 
as umpire between parties, it had the 
power to elect and defeat such candi­ 
dates as in its judgment were worthy 
or unworthy. The Grange is the 
balance of power, and while it is not a 
political organization it may dictate 
to political organizations. But the 
moment it resolves itself into a poli­ 
tical party it loses its umpire power, 
and in place of being appealed to by 
other parties, it arrays them against it 
and invites their 
hostility. 
As 
a political party it will bo com­ 
pelled to fight its own battles, 
while as a non-political organiza­ 
tion it only decides the battles fought 
by others. None better understood 
these facts than the leading politicians 
ami hence it is that we find party pa­ 
pers constantly assuming that the 
Grange is a political party, and using 
every quality of insinuating argument 
to convince it that it is such. Then 
there are also politicians, who finding 
their talent unappreciated, anti their 
own estimated worth undervalued by 
the parties with whom they have 
heretofore acted, who in the hope that 
they might become the leaders of the 
Grange party, would be pleased to 
take their chance with it a sa politi­ 
cal organization. A few' of those gen­ 
tlemen and the fewT journals they con­ 
trol are desirous of converting the 
Grange into a political party. The 
leaders of the Independent party in 
San Francisco are using all means in 
their power to create the impression 
that they are the head Grangers of 
the universe, and that their ticket is 
the Granger ticket, and will receive 
the Grange support. When such mo­ 
nopoly cast-oif tools as the Bulletin 
and Chronicle are the recognized or­ 
gans of the Grange, God help the 
Granger. The letter of T. A. G. clear­ 
ly defines the position of the Grange 
in relation to politics, and expresses 
what we believe is the true and uni­ 
versally recognized policy of the far­ 
mer community throughout the State 
of California. 


Petroleum. 
News from the San Fernando oil 
district is very encouraging. 
Mr. 
S p a n g l e r , who lias charge of the well- 
boring interest in the district, writes 
to the refining company in this city, 
that lie will soon have more oil than 
the company will know what to do 
with. We are pleased to hear this. 
Nothing in Southern California could 
bring so much money and business as 
the success of this company. Their 
refining stock, which is now being 
sold by the company for ten dollars a 
share, will sell for one hundred dollars 
the day a hundred-barrel well is 
struck. 


Oregon Items. 
The haying season has commenced 
in the valley counties. The crop will 
be an unusually large one. 
Most of the sheep-raisers have 
sheared their last sheep. The wool 
clip is better than ever before, both as 
to quality and amount. 
Stephen Fairfield, whose farm is 12 
miles southeast of Astoria, lias oats 
that stand all of six feet in height, and 
have not commenced heading out yet. 
L. S. Lang, a breeder of live 
stock in Maine, a wealthy gentleman 
and a relative of Hon. J. YV. Nesmith, 
is reported as contemplating an early 
removal to Oregon. 
A joint stock incorporation lias been 
organized at Unity, with sufficient 
capital paid up to insure the construc­ 
tion of a wharf at that place. The 
wharf will be built within the next 60 
days. 
It is currently reported that a cer­ 
tain paymaster attached to the De­ 
partment of the Columbia has become 
defaulter to the Governm nt in the 
sum of $15,000, and that steps are be­ 
ing taken to call him to an account for 
the same. 
The Statesman says: “ We learn 
with sincere regret that L. S. Davis, 
of Silverton, died yesterday morning 
of consumption. He was one of the 
first settlers in that part of the county, 
coming here, we think, as early as 
1847-9.”

A report from the City Surveyor 
was received, giving specifications for 
grading Alameda, Temple and Fort 
streets.

The City Surveyor also presented a 
report on tlie levels and calculations 
for cutting and filling on Temple and 
Alameda streets. 
In regard to the 
streets over which t lie streot-railroad 
passes, the report stated that it would 
be much cheaper to grade the street 
according to the way tiie track is laid 
than to follow the grade as now estab­ 
lished. Placed on tile. 
Mr. Beaudry moved that the City 
Surveyor be authorized to change the 
established grade on the streets in 
question, making them conform as far 
as practicable to the level of t lie rail­ 
road track, and that the City Attorney 
be directed lo draft an ordinance mak­ 
ing such provision. Carried. 
Mr. Gerkens moved that the City 
Surveyor be instructed to make an 
investigation of curves on the street 
railroad track, and wherever practica­ 
ble to cause the removal of the track 
away from a cornc where it becomes 
a nuisance and bring it as near as 
possible into the middle of the streets.

A communication from Mr. E. F. 
Teodoli was received, accompanying 
t lie five hundred copies of the City 
Charter, printed in Spanish, with bill 
for same amounting to $52; stating 
that he had lost $20 on the job, and 
had already paid the whole amount 
from his pocket, requesting immedi­ 
ate payment thereon. On motion the 
rules were suspended and hill ordered 
to be paid at once. 
A bill from the Express office, was 
also received-, for printing'five hun­ 
dred copies of the City Charter in 
English. On motion the rules were 
suspended, and bill ordered to be paid 
as soon as the charters are delivered 
to the City Clerk. 
Mr. Beaudry presented the “ Notices

A bill from Mr. Carpenter, 1'or the 
rent of Zanjero’s oflice, for M a y and 
June, was presented and, on motion, 
the rules were suspended and bill 
ordered paid. • 
The City Attorney reported on the 
suit ordered to commence against the 
proprietors of the Feliz ranch, regard­ 
ing the right of water in Los Angeles 
river. He said that the proper pro­ 
ceedings have been instituted and, 
that the Judge will order injunction 
to issue immediately on the filing of a 
bond with two or more citizens as se­ 
curity, for $30,000 against any dam­ 
age that may accrue. 
Mr, Beaudry moved that the matter 
be referred to the Committee on Zan­ 
jas, with instructions to secure the ne­ 
cessary bond. Carried, 
On motion, Mr, Sabichi was added 
to the Committee on Zanjas, pro tern., 
in place of Mr. Workman, wiio is ab­ 
sent from the city. 
The City Attorney stated that it 
would be necessary to appoint a com­ 
mittee for the purpose of securing evi­ 
dence relative to the approaching suit 
for the assistance and support of the 
attorney in his proceedings. 
Mr. Beaudry moved that Messrs. E. 
F. DeCelis, Sabichi, Mascarel, Work­ 
man, Chavis and the City Surveyor be 
appointed such committee, and that 
these members be instructed to confer 
with the City Attorney from time to 
time and assist him, as far as they are 
able, in conducting the suit, Carried. 
Mr. Mascarel moved that the City 
Attorney be authorized to employ an­ 
other attorney or two to assist him in 
the suit If he requires such assistance. 
Amended that the sum demanded by 
said assistant attorneys for their ser­ 


vices be reported to the Council for 
approval before a contract is entered 
into. Carried. 
Mr. Gerkens moved that the portion 
of the First District Fire Limits in­ 
cluded between First and Commercial 
streets, southeast of Los Angeles, be 
exempted from the provisions of the 
ordinance. He stated that tiie section 
in question is thinly settled and it is a 
hardship for property owners in that 
locality to prohibit their building ex­ 
cept of brick.

Panamint. 


F rom th e In y o In d e p e n d e n t, J u ly 4th. 
The prospects for a great future for 
this camp seem to be as well assured 
as it is possible for ledges of monstrous 
size and wonderful richness to insure 
such a result; it is only a question of 
time, and very brief at that, unless 
some unforeseen and unusual difficul­ 
ties should be encountered when it 
comes to reducing tiie ores on a scale 
commensurate with the size and uum- 


ber of the ledges now exposed. But 
the best informed and most interested 
have no fears whatever on this head; 
the ores are of the same character as 
those of Benton, which, by mill pro­ 
cess, arc being worked with splendid 
results. 
Quantities of those from 
Panamint are being packed to Cerro 
Gordo and put through the furnaces, 
yielding maguificently by that process. 
The machinery for the Jacobs mill is 
now at Los Angeles, and will be in 
c imp in a few days. By the time this 
is ready to steam up, another of four 
limes its capacity will be well under 
way. 
The latter belongs to the 
Panamint Mining Co., in which Sen. 
ator J. P. Jones is largely interested. 
Tin se are a success and scores more will 
follow, because the ores are there to 
supply them and there is an abun­ 
dance of fuel and water and trees suit­ 
able for mining timbers. But passing 
the mines and mills for the present, 
we will refer to other matters of inter­ 
est to travelers. 
Elsewhere will be 
found a statement of distances. The 
grade across Slate Range is now com­ 
pleted; it was for this Mr. Kennedy 
asked and received Los Angeles aid. 
The toll road is also finished; Mr. Red­ 
dy, just returned, took the first buggy, 
and the second vehicle of any kind, 
over it. There are no hotels, saloons, 
stores or stables, or similar accommo­ 
dations for man or beast, except io 
the latter, an abundance of bunch 
grass, and six miles distant a horse

fication of said am endm ents. M em bers arc 
requested lo be present, either in person or by 
proxy, and vote on tbcquestlon at Issue. The 
am endm ents, as a.iop’ect by the Board, read 
as follows: 
The last clause of Section I, of Article V, 
shall be stricken out, and Section 2 shall he 
added to read as follows: 
section 2. 
Upon th e death of any m em ber, 
each surviving m em ber m ust pay to the 
Association an assessm ent to be determ ined 
as follows: If the num ber of m em bers does 
not exceed six bundled and sixty-seven, tile 
assessm ent shall bo three dollars on each

At all m eetings of the As­ 
sociation, m em bers m ay he represented by 
proxy. 
Section 2, of Article XVI, shall road as fol­ 
lows; 
Section 2. Upon being fully satisfied of the 
death of a m em ber of the Association, the 
E xecutiveC om initteeshall m ake a w ritten re­ 
port or certificate of such facts lo (he Board of 
Directors, together w ith a report from the 
books of the Association, the num berof m em ­ 
bers at the tim e of such death, th e am ount o f 
benefit due the nom inee of (lie said deceased 
m em ber, and the assessm ent per m em ber 
necessary to be levied. 
Section 4, of Article X V II shall read as fol­ 
lows: 
Section 4. W hen the Reserve Fund reaches 
the sum of fifty thousand dollars (850,000), all 
surplus funds of the Association shall be put 
into the Dividend Fund, on thu first day of 
October of each year. 
Section 1, of Article X X shall rend as fol­ 
low s: 
ARTICLE X X.—A s s e s s m e n t s , H o w C o l ­ 
l e c t e d .
